Paragqranh of a private Letter written from Huayean, dated Ist 
current. —“ These malefactors go on, destroying those who are 
worn out with fatigue by the way, La Serna has published an 
Fidict in whict lers that whoever goes twenty paces from 
the troop, shall be shot; but notwithstanding this, three handred 
have deserted in oue party. who made for this quarter ; in another, 
which is for Lunaguona, more than 600 in different parties, so that 
now there are more than a thousand men at least who have left 
him. Tn the action which Eysign Gracia mentioned for the Pass 
of Lunaguana, he killed above twenty men, and made more than 
forty prisoners, La Serna is now shut up in thedistrict of Pilas, 
in which hilly country he knows not how he can escape. Thus with- 
in afew days we shall obtain a victory, and annihilate these malig- 
nants—Let us give thanks to the Most High that we have escap- 
ed from Tyrants, enemies of our properties and of onr lives. To 
die is better than to consent to their return; since we already 
know their infernal character,” 


The above letter is confirmed by other intelligenge, which 
assure us moreover that the Enemy continue flying, and are 
closely pursued by our parties. God evididently protects our 
jast cause, so that we sce the fatal consequences of that infatua- 
tion by which the Enemy have been precipitated to their ruin by 
the same precautions which they had taken to avoid it. The 
day cannot be far distant, when this miserable remnant of the 
Spanish host must vanish from this land, and when we shall 
enjoy in peace the multitude of blessings which are about to 
result from Independence. 


28th. The Commanderof the Divison in Yanyos, Don Juan 
Evangelista Bibas, haswrittenthe Commander in Chief, Don José 
de San Marry, in these terms: 


“ Bxceccest Sirn,—On the 16th of this month we camc to 
ap action with the troops of La Serna, in Tauripampa, to which 
he had fallen back, and had cacamped there after being repulsed 
at Pilas. We killed 15, and wounded many. Gencral Arenales 
is posted in front of Canterac, he who was in Tucle near Huan- 
cayo. In the district of Vinas owr advanced parties killed four- 
teen European Officers, Last week, lower down than Vinas, 
the same advanced partics killed more than fifty men; and the 
Enemy have been defeated on many other occasions and driven 
towards the river. In the quarter of Negro-machay also, another 
of our Guerrillas killed fifteen Cavalry soldiers, and took some 
arms. Inthis manner the Enemy have become disheartened. 
and are suffering much from desertion, and the greater part of 
the hostile Army are sickly.” 


The same is confirmed by private letters; and it is added 
that the Army of Arenales, between veterans aud mountainers, 
amounts to nine thousand men,

The Colonel of the Cavalry chasseurs, Don Mariano Neco- 
chea, communicates under date of the 26th current, to the same 
Commander in Chicf (Sax Manriy) that General La Serna, not 
being able to penetrate from the heichts of Tauripampa to Yau- 
yos on account of chasms and prccipices, and the continual hos- 
tilities of the Guerillas who pursacd him, continued his retreat 
towards Huancavelica, by the way of the coast. The desertion

“The Slap at Slop.’—Mr. Hoxe has pablished an excellent 
squib on the Brilge-strect Association and iis foster-father, which 
every one who has a shilling should buy. Itis, which is saying 
a great deal, the richest of all his productions, It appears in 
the very novel and amusing form of a Newspaper ; three pages of 
which are devoted to various parodies of the matter asually con- 
tained in the “ Slop-pail.” The fourth page is taken up witha 
history of the life of a person who bas been extremely virulent 
in his abase of Mr, Hone, (and who cannot complain hat he is 
paid in his own coin); and with what is still more intere ting. an 
account of the private origin of the Mock Constitutional Associa- 
tion, The advertisements are so many minor hits at all sorts of 
sore places in Church and State; and are mostly illustrated by 
wood-cuts from the practised hand of Mr. Cauixsnann. These lat- 
ter are foll of the most lodicrous images, and some, we are sure 
will be felt sufficiently stinging in the proper quarters, If a whole 
month's daily newspapers at 7d, each, contained as mach fun as 
this one at a shilling, this country might speedily regain the title 
of “Merry Old England.” Mr. Hone deprecates criticism on 
the anome!ly of mixing serious with comic sketches in the same 
publication, which was obviously anavoidable in what was in- 
tended to be a characteristic “slap” ata crew, whose personal 
contemptibility is only “food for powder,” while their odious de- 
signs against the liberty of their countrymen, can only be regard- 
ed with indignation. But Mr. Hone need fear no criticism while 
he takes such menns to make all critics /augh ; and he has distri- 
buted the suits and litters in due quantities. We present our 
readers with the following specimen of the latter. It is a part of 
the narrative of the origin of the conspiracy, which bears every 
mark of accuracy, and which is very instructive. Itis curious 
to find this Association take its origin from a Society for vilify- 
ing the Queen, by means of caricatures and a parson’s doggrel :— 


“ Pending the prosecution of the Queex, the Rev. Sotomon 
Piccorr, Curate of St. James’s, Clerkenwell, and St. Antho- 
lia’s, Watling-street, a man of weak and restless mind, conceiv- 
ed the idea of publishing Canicatures in ridicule of ner Majesty 
and her supporters by Pustic Susscarption! He communicated 
this design to Dr. Stor, who entered heartily into the plan, Sub- 
scribers were advertised for, and were formed into a Body called 
“ the Lovat Association,” and Mr. Cuarzes Bickne tt, of No. 3, 
Spring Garden Terrace, the Solicitor to the Admiralty, was the 
Treasnrer. Piccotr wrote maudlin prose and wretched verse, 
and illustrated his unintellectaal labours with Coloured Caricatures. 
These were issued to the world through a PustisHer oF OBSCENI- 
ty, while they were powerfully puffed by Sor in his Stor-pait, and 
Piccort himself’ cringed his way To Court, and presented the talent- 
less trash to Wis MAJESTY in person, who received it most graciously ; 
and, as an encouragement to his labours, subseribed for forty sets of one 
of his works at @ guinea each. But the public judgment refused 
the rinsings of the sycophant parson’s brain; and the united ¢i- 
forts of “the Lovat Associetion” being inadequate to produce a 
single article of ability from the press, they turned their thoughts 
towards an attack upon THE Press itself. They were deplorably 
“ poor in the spirits and minds of men,” bat * ther purses 
and counters, and ledyer,” were productive, and at one of their 
Meetings they abandoned the Project of a Seri: of Postications, 
and determined to commence a Series of Prosycutioxs.—The notori- 
ous Joun Rerves, a plentifully endowed placemaa, who bad 
thrown the country into a state of alarm by a Loyab Association 
in 1793, entered into these views ; but as the term LovaL had ac- 
quired an unfavourable odour, they changed their name from 
“the Loyvat Association,” to “the CoxsTITUTIONAL Association.” 
Piccott’s Treasures, Mr. Biexnet, with Jonu Reeves (both 
lawyers,) got Sir Jonn Sewert (also a lawyer.) a pensioner in the 
Red Book, to become the President of the Confederacy. They ap- 
pointed Cuantes Murray (another lawyer,) their Honorary Se- 
cretary, % very acceptable post to a hangry attorney, whe bad 
quartered part of bis family in public situations.”

Having heard that a poem, entilled Queen Wab, has been snrrepti- 
ously pnblished in London, and that legal proceedings have been insti- 
tuted against that publisher, I request the favuur of your insertion of the 
following explanation of the affair as it relates to me. 


A poem, entitled Queen Mab, was written by me at the age of eigh- 
teen, I dare say in a sufficiently intemperate spirit —but even then was 
not intended for publication, and afew copies ouly were struck off, to be 
distribnied among my personal friends. Ihave not seen this producti- 
on for several years, J donbt not bat that it is perfectly worthless in 
point of literary composition; and that iv all concerns moral and politi- 
cal speculation, as well as in the subtler discriminations of metaphysical 
aud religious doctrine, itis still more crude and immature, [am ade. 
voted enemy to religions, poiltical, gud domestic oppression; and I regret 
this publication, not so much from literary vanity, as because I fear it is 
better fitted to injare than to serve the sacred cause of Freedom, I 
have directed my Solic'tor to apply to Chancery for injnnetiog to 
restrain the sale; but after the precedent of Mr, Sonthey’s Wat Tyler 
(a poem, writen, I kelieve, at the same age, and with the same unreflect- 
ing enthusiasm ), with little hopes of success. 


Whilst I exonerate myself from all share in having divulged opini- 
ous hostile to exjstivg sanctions, nnder the form, whatever it may be, 
which they assnme in this poem ; it is scarcely necessary for me to 
protest against the system of incuicating the trath of Christianity and 
the excellence of Monarchy, however true or however excellent they 
may be, by such equivocal arguments as confiscation, and imprisonment, 
and invective, and slander, and the insolent violation of the most 
sacred ties of nature and society.—Sir, I am, your obliged and obedieut

On this expensive occasion, it may not be amiss to enumerate the 
various cails which an [llustvious Persovage bas up to the present time 
made upon the liberality of the public, to previde for the free exercise 
of his well-known private tastes and inclinations ;— 


1783.—Parliament voted the Prince of Wares (who was just then 
of age) a separate establishment, with 50,000/s. a year, and 60,000/s. as 
an outfit. 


1787.—The Parnce’s debts having been for some time the subject 
of general conversation, the Oppesition, whose friend he then was, be- 
gan to talk in Parliament about the necessity of paying them. In con- 
sequence, soine negociation took piace between the hina andthe Prince, 
the result of which was, first, a Message from his Masesty to the Com- 
mons, stating that he had made an advance of 10,000/s. a year trom the 
Civil List.—and secondly, an estimate of the Pamwecr’s debts. Upon 
receiving the latter, the Honse voted serey hundred and eight thousand 
pounds to the Paince to discharge his incumbrances. 


1795.—The Prince being married, the Kine sent a Message to the 
Commons, recommending a suitable provision, and announcing the great 
embarrassments of his Royal Highness. An Act then passed, settling on 
the Prince and Princess 125,800ls. a year, together with the rents of 
the Duchy of Cornwal}, estimated at 13,000/s. But out of this income 
73,000ls, were appropriated to discharge of the debts, under the direc- 
tion of Commis>-iopers. 


1803.—The Paince againin trouble. Message from the Crown 
to say so, Vote of an annnal sam of 66,000i, for three years anda 
half; in other words 210,000/s. principal money. 


1812.—The Prince becoming Regent, 100,000/s. were voted him 
to defray the charges of the charge; and 70,00@ls. a year were granted 
for the additional expences of the Royal households, of which Ministers 
stated that 10,0v0/s. a year would be for the Recent personally, and 
10,000/s. for the QUBEN. 

1821.—For the Coronation, sav 150,000/s, Making a total (with- 
out reckoning jnterest, &c. as Mr. Consett wonld do, whois a better 
financier than ourselves) of more than fire miilions, fire hundred and 
fifteen thousand powads, paid to this Tilustrious Personage since he came 
to years of discretion. ‘ 


N. B,—All the money paid by the United States of America to 
their Chief Magistrate, amounts in the same period to about 140,000/s, 
The United States have atthe same time been governed with credit 
abroad and content dt home. They sustained bonouradiy a three-years 
war with the greatest naval power in the world, aud their dept 
amounts to a mere nothing.

Sir, 

As I consider it incumbent on every one to contribute 
his mite towards the improvement of others, I have, for some 
time past, employed my feisure hours in the compositien of a 
work, to beentitled, “The Way to Rise” or “The Wise Man’s 
Vade Mecum.”

The object of the work may be known from the title; bat, ie 
erder to remove the apparent absurdity of offering instructions 
to the wise, it may be necessary to state who, in my estimation, 
ARE “wise men.” Know then, that my opinion coincides with that 
of my worthy grandmother, whom I have heard repeat, at least 
a thousand times, that “ the proof of the pudding is in the eat- 
ing of it ;” and, not less frequently, that, “wise is that wise 
does.” Ttmay hence be inferred that to be wise, 1 do not con- 
@eive it necessary to be possessed of talents above mediocrity, 
nor to be overloaded with knowledge and information. All that 
J require in those, to whose benefit my labours. are devoted, is, 
that the decree of inanity, by which each may be individually 
characterized, do not verge upon idiotism; and that they be able — 
not to spell correctly, bat to read without spelling: and to such 
T promise, that by a strict adherence to the ralcs sontained in 
the Vade Mocnm, they will attain preferment and wealth, Who then 
shall dispute their claims to wisdom ? 


The work will consist of a serics of precepts; the efficacy 
of each of which will be illustrated by numerous examples; and 
it will be published in two small volumes, in order that it may 
be perused, without reducing the reader to the necessity, when 
smoking his hookah, of removing his legs from the table,—-a po- 
sition which, [have observed is never relinquished without ex- 
treme reluctance.

Sir, 

You are I believe a man of public spirit, and as such I 
request you to lay before the community, the following remarks, 
which are certainly worthy the attention of the Higher Powers. 


It ts known to all, that Remittances to England are not to 
be obtained upon any terms ; now the Army are the great sufler- 
ers by the present stagnation of trade, which prodaces the diffi- 
culty of remittances. Uader such circumstances, those who have 
Children in England might set a side a portion of their Pay for 
the Education of their families, payable by the Court of Direc- 
tors in England, which cannot be done at present upon any terms 
within the reach of the ordinary allowances of any rank. 


Lam not aware that the Court of Directors could in such 
times of difficulty offer any reasonable objection to remittances 
being made by Officers of the Army, at the rate they receive their 
Pay in India ; limiting this act of favour expressly to the purpose 
above alladed to, for which due provision might be made, to 
prevent abuse. 


A volume might be written on the subject of profit and loss 
upon the rupee as it exists, at the best of times ; but this is not 
my present object. The Pay of the Soldier is fixed by all Na- 
tions upon principles which subject the Army to no loss, and 
every Soldier may fairly expect that his country shall enable bim 
to appropriate a portion of his Pay for his family, when employ- 
ed abread. Doubts may arise as to the propriety of conceding 
this privilege from the variety of claims which might be made 
‘ficou other quarters. However aumerous such pretensions may 
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be, the answer is an easy one. No man but the Soldier 
is paid under such peculiar regulations, and his Pay rests in the 
pledged faith of the Crown to the Army, and which may be said 
to be under the guarantee of the Legislature. Such are the 
principles wpon which the Army of England is paid, and such 
are the fair claims that every Soldier may consider it to be his 
privilege in a respectful manner to apply for, while employed ia 
this, or in any other foreign country.

Ceylon, January 19, 1823.—We learn by a letter from Jaffna, that 
op the 12th instant, a very severe storm occurred there, which must 
have occasioned much damage throughout that District. Its com- 
mencement was from the No: thward, abort 3 o’ciock in the morning, in- 
ereasing in violence as daylight approached, and the wind gradually 
drawing then round to the North West. At mid-day, it biew from the 
West, and was then at its height: the sea, at this time, also rose cousi- 
Werably, bat retired rapidly as the sturm shifted to the Southward, 
which it did about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and then gradually abated 
as the wind got reand to the South East quarter. Its continuance was 
from $ o'clock in the morning until adent 10 o'clock at night: during 
which time,.the rain was occasionally heavy, but taeve was ao thander 
or lightming. 

One large Dhoney, laden with Palmiras, foundered at her anchors; 
another, with a cargo of tobacco was stranded; aad several small boats 
and craft were beaten to pieces on the beach. Two or three families oc- 
copying Houses in the neighbourhood of the beach, were also compelled 
to quit them by the rise of the sea ; bat we have not yet beard of any lives 
being lost. Part of the Custom House roof was laid open, and many trees 
blown down along the public roads, It ishoped, that the harvest which 
has a very promising appearance, will not saffer much injary ; for thingh 
the Grain is laid with the violence of the wind, there was but litte water 
in the low lands, and the rain on the 12th instant, was not such as to be 
of any great consequence.in this respect. 


The Ceylou Literary Society, heid its Aonnal Meeting on Tuesday 
last, at the Chambers of the Judge of the Vice Admiratity Cuurt, at 
which, the Committee of Management for the present year was elected—~ 
and Lieutenant Gascoyue was chosen Secretary, in consequence of Mr, 
Turnour's removal from Colombo. It was resolved, that as the im- 
provements of Agricuiture wa» one of the principal objects had in view 
in the furmation of the Society, it should in future be called the Ceylon 
Literary and Agricnitural Society,

numerons aniliences, who appeared to take no amail interest in the Ser- 
vice of the day. Ati the Ladies and Gentlemen resident at Korungaiie, 
wert present apen the occasion. A large proportion of the Singhalese 
Corigregation consisted of Native Chiefs of the SevewCorles, whose at- 
tentive deportment was truly gratifying. ‘The interest of the Singha- 
lese Service was maéh: increaged by the presentation of copies of the 
New Testansent to the three of the principal Chiefs, who received them 
from the hands ef the Misister, accompanied with a suitable address. Se- 
veral of their fice and promising children with some others channted 
“Te Dew’ bevween the lessons, in their own language. 


The progress of the children in a Native and Paglich School con- 
nected with the Establishment, during the short period of ayear, has 
exceeded all expectation, and we trust that the erection of this place of 
Caristian. Worship in one of the Ioterior Provinces may form a lasting 
Ddenefit to its aneniightened ighabitants.

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To the indalgent sanction of His Excellency the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor andthe Gentleman of the Civil Service resident on the spot (as well 
as to those at a distance who have subscribed to the Institnation) much is 
owing in the completion of so large a building, which is mest gratefully 
appreciated.

From the Indo-Chinese Gleaner, for October 1821. 








Pekin Gazettes.—Received September’'21, 1821.—Respecting Tea.— 
Sometime ago the Emperor was requested to prohibit Tea from being 
shipped at the month of the Yang-tsze-keang river, becanse it was ap- 
prehended the vessels which cleared owt there; for the’ northern pro- 
vinees, came down to Puh-keen and Canton; of had, at sea, intercourse 
with foreigners. His Majesty ordered the governor of Keang-nan pro- 
vince to ascertain the facts, and give his opinion, ' ‘The latest Pekin Ga- 
zette contains the Imperial decision, to continue the blipment of tea at 
Hae-kwan, the port referred to, for the noithern provinces, the same as 
before, under a conviction that itis vot broaght to theevuthward, 


Chinese Army —The emperor has expressed a desire to diminish the 
army on accoaut of the great expense of supporting it! The limited 
number of the standiag army for China proper, is stated to be’ 660,000 | 
mea, of which the province of Sze-chuen has allotted to it 33,979 men. 
The governor of that province (late of Canton) has remonstrated &gainst 
diminishing his military establishment. 


Siamese Tridute.—The Canton paper announces the arrival of a Si- 
amese tribute ship. 


Navy —Pekin, June 6, 1821.—The governor ef Pihchols; province . 
has suggested to his majesty the expediency of doing away with the na- 
val appointment at Teentsin ; and also the silitary establishmeut on 
shore. The emperor has referved the subject to the privy council and 
the military board for their consideration. 6 


The Tomb-garden.—One of the emperor's uncles hav reqdestell to 
have 60,000 taels advanced to fit ap his own burial growid; or, ws he 
calls it, Fun-ynen, “ Tomb-gardeo.” This old prince, Yuog-xened, is 
now in his 70th vear, and has already spent 60,000 taels on his *’Tomb- 
garden.” According to this statement, the place is to cost him 120,000 
taels, Theemperor has granted the request. The money is given 
under the torm of six years advance of his allowance. 


Pirates.—The governor of Cheekeang province has reported to 
court, the capture, by pirates, of a coasting vessel, ladenavith cloth, 
cotton, and fruits. 


Thelate Emperor's Poems.—Some volumes. of the Jate emperor's Po- 
etry have been printed, and copies conferred on the priaces, great 
officers of the Court, aud governors of provinces. The governor 
of Keang-nang province has solicited that the payment of the land-tax 
may be deferred, in some of the districts ander his government, as the 
people are unable to pay them atthistimes. It is conceded. 


Tacal Officers.—Some local officers are accased of neglecting to 
prosecute murderers; aud not only so but ill asing the relatives of the 
deceased. The nimber of degradation and dismissals from office in 
consequence of misconduet, or imbecility, or old age, &c. is numerons, 


Streets and Drains of Pekin.—Thirty thousand taéls annually has 
been granted for the repair of the streets and drains of Pekin. 


Banditti Suppressed.—Centon, May 25, 1821.—The viceroy has re- 
ceived letters from Kwang-se province, informing him, that in E-shag 
district, severdl hundred banditti bad assembled and created some dis- 
turbance ; bat the Foo-yuen of that province, and the Te-tuh general 
had gone against them with a military force: had taken Gfty prisoners, 
and immediately decapitated five of the leaders. 


Military Punishinent.--A Pa-tsung military Officer, ef Heang-sham 
district, having been accused at the Vicerey’s palace, has been carried 
into custody, and on his arrival, by express orders of the viceroy, had 
the official button placked from his cap; bis haeds and legs pnt ia fete 
ters, and thrown into prison, under the special charge of the Anchaszo. 

The Theatre Burned.—At Fuk-shan, on the 30th of the 3rd moon, a 
play was performed at the temple called Tsoo-Meaou ; and as usual, waa 
continued till late in the evening, when the stage took fire, and there 
were barnt to death upwards of fifty of the spectaters. 

Expression of esteem for a popular Magistrate.—The gentlemen and 
literati belonging to Kwang-chow-foo, presented publicly to Lo-ta-lace, 
pay, the late chief magistraie of the district, coort beads, dresses: 
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boots, and eaps; a travelling screen that rolls ap; tablets inscribed 
with the words, “‘ virtuous government,” &c, The screen aud taglets 
were received by Lo-ta-laou-yay, but the coart beads were declined. 
Te this popular magistrate there have been paid several other similar 
expressions of esgeem ; and he, flattered by these, bas now left for his 
new appointment ia Shan-tang province. 


Disturbed state of Fokeen province.—The viceroy ef Fuh-keen pro- 
vinee has sent to his majesty a long document describing the disturbed 
and angovernable state of that province; arising from the cruel, fierce, 
and qoarrelsome dispositions and habits ef the people, who form them- 
selves into armed clans; who fight together, and oppose the ordinary 
police by force ; never submitting to sdnait them toto their villages ; nor 
giving up the offender, bat to a military force. He therefore makes va- 
rious proposals aboot filling wp the magistracy ef that province with 
men af the best talents, and greatest decision of character, in the hepe 

of thereby effecting areiovmation in the manners of the people, who 
seem to get daily worse. 


Abuses in the Publie Granaries.—In the Pekin Gazette there is also 
along paper shewing the shameful abuses. which exist in every pro- 
vince, in the Government granaries, called Chang. Ping-Sang, meaning, 
that they are to preserve a constant equality in the price of grain. They 
are often filled by means of forcing grain, from the dealers, at half its 
value, oceasionally to their entire ruin; and, in thé distribution or sale 
of it, instead of being a benefit to the poor, it is merely a medium of 
fattening the Government retainers through whose hands it passes. 


Mittary Fidelity Rewarded.—In a late affair at Cashgar, an officer, 
of the sinth degree of rank, nobly suffered death from a party of re- 
beis, rather than accept of his life on terms of submission. Ou this ac- 
count the emperer has conferred hereditary rank on his descendants for 
ever, 

A singular case of Suicide,— May 9, 1821.—The Pekin Gazette men- 
tions a case of homicide which has been pending five or six years, with- 
out being able, till now, to ascertain the real murderer; although fifty 
@r sixty persons had been tried, and tortured ; and some of them even 
confessed the crime of which they were not guilty!—There appears to 
have been an unwillingness in the local magistrate, in Keang-nan pro- 
vine@, to ascertain the facts; which indweed a relation of the deceased, 
Seuvfet-lung, te adopt the following extraordigary mode of appeal :—He 
wrote a full statement of the ocenrrences concerning his deceased rela- 
tive; and, eeneealing it about bis persen, set off several hundred miles 
to Pekia. When he arrived there, instead of adopting the peaceable 
and qaiet means of making his appeal; or of finding that ready access to 
justice by beating the drum at the gate of the court, which is speciously 
represented as so easy to be dene, he took his station at the gate of the 
criminal Supreme Court; and, witha kaife, so cat and stabbed himselt 
that he died on the spot.—His body was searched—the accusation 
discovered, and the object of his self-muorder finally effected.—As the 
crime was committed several years before the late general pardon, on 
,; his majesty Taou-Kwang’s accession, a claim was pnt in for the murderer ; 

but was rejected on account of the extraoidinary nature of the case.— 
The official attendants, whe examined the body of the deceased, and 
wave in false statements, the writers of evidence and three loval magis- 
trates, are by this discovery all implicated ; some are to be flogged, some 
dismissed from office ; and all transported to Woo-loo-miptse, amongst 
the Western Tartars,— The sitting magistrates who finally succeeded in 
clearing, most satisfactorily, the characters of the falsely accused, and 
fixing the crime on the real offender, are highly commended and reward- 
ed by the emperor, 

Late Emperer’s Punerel.—At the removal from Pekin of his late 
majesty’s remains, the emperor insists on walking a considerable dis- 
tance on foot to attend the funeral. Ministers attempt to dissuade 
him from it; but be persists, and commands thefn not to aneoy him with 
apy more representations on the subject. 


Cholera Morbus,.—Canton, June 20, 1821.—In consequence of an 
epidemical disease prévailing amongst the people, and which has caus- 
ed the death of great numbers, his excellency Cha-ta-jin, at the bead of 
the salt department, has selected the 16th, 17th, and 18th days of the 
moon, to repair to the temples of Teen-how, the queen of heaven; and 
Ching-wang, the god of the city, to erect their altars: to recite prayers 
and to eupplicate protection.—At Macao the Chinese have had recourse 
to the ancient custom of parading their idols about the streets, and 
making = great noise with gongs, crackers, &. to Peih-seay, “ Expel 
noxious influences,” —Tt is said, that <even-tenths of those attacked with 
the epidemic died after severe purging, and vomiting, and cold fits: 
some become giddy and fail dowa dead, and a few have acnte spasms. 


Sumptuary Lae.—The samptnary law, before noticed, is univer. 
sally reported to be trne; bat no proclamation has yet been issned by 
the government upon the saliject. Some affirm that the Hong mer- 


chants have petitioned the local government to state for them, to the 
emperor, the serionsly ill effect which the prohibition of woollen gar- 


ments will have upon the trade of the province.

of difficulty, if not imminent peril to the property ip question.— 

2.—You are doubtless aware of the novel steps said to have been 
resorted to within these few days by the Canton Government for the 
suppression of the Opium Trade, and that the Security Merchauts en 
being required to ascertain and make known the ships concerned in the 
traffic, had, on mere heresay romour, and without a word of previous 
intimation to those concerned, given in the names of the ships Mzrorx 
Hoocaty and Evcenta. Having been requested this morning to meet the 
Security Merchants at their Consoo-honse or common place of meeting, 
I was informed (as [have already had the honor of verbally. stating to 
von), that one half of the cargoes landed from these ships had been cou- 
fiscated, the ships ordered to leave China in five days without export 
cargo, and that consequeatly some goods already shipped from this in 
the Hoocuty mast be relanded. — ’ 

3.—As the value of the property thus situated is great (the ship 
Menore having on board about 700 chests of Company's Opium ) and 
the departare of the ships without accomplishing the objects of their 
voyage will involve serious detriment to the parties concerned, I did not 
feel myself warranted in issuing instructions to the effect wished by 
the Merchants, without some proof from authority of the necessity of 
such a measure, and declared that the ships should not move auless by an 
order from the Select Committee or by overpowering force. 

4.—The property on board the Hoocuty (in which ship there is not 
a chest of Opiam ner has any been sold or dilivered from her tothe Chinese) 
is peenliarly situated. There being no solid groand to charge her with 
violating the laws of the Empire, it will be the imperative duty of: the 
commander, officers, and crew, to defend tothe atmost, the property noder 
thelr charge, against any attempt to take it ont of the ship,—And as this 
wonld probably involve the interests of the English trade generally, [ 
am induced to hope that you will consider it a case especially de- 
serving consideration and prompt interference. 

5.—It were presumptnoas in me to dwell on the serious injury to 
the Honourable East India Company that raust ensue from the success of 
the present attempt to put a stop to the trade in Opium; and as it is 
impossible to believe them in earnest, after the open manner in which it 
has been countenanced by the Officers of Government, which takes away 
every colour of justice from the penalties now wished te be enforced, 
there is reason to hope that a firm and temperate resistance on our part, 
sanctioned or supported by the Select Committee, would have the. desired 
effect of relieving us from the system of annuyance lately adopted,

stant, representing to as the difficalties and embarrassments to which 
you have been subject, as Consignee of the Opium on board the ships 
Hooeuty and Mernope, in consequence of the novel measures now re. 
sorted to by the local Government of this province for the suppression 
of the Opium Trade. 

We have minutely considered the important subject of your letter, 
and in reply beg to inform you, the steps intended to be pursued by this 
Government on this subject, have been officially commanicated to us by 
the Hong Merchants, and we now inclose you a copy of the Paper they 
delivered to us for your information, in order that you may besatished of 
the authority npoo which they proceeded in their interview with youat 
the Consoo House on the 17th instant. 

With respect to onrinterference or recommendation ia this affair, we 
beg tostate to you that as the parties engaging with the Opiem Trade 
have been repeatedly warned ot the prohibition that exists to its importe- 
tion into China, it must rest wich them to adopt auch measures aa jhey 
deem proper for the security of their property, being always sabject to @ 
responsibility for the cousequences that may be entailed op the geoe: al 
Trade of the Bitish Nation with this couatry. ‘ : 

We warn you against denominating any Opiam whee imported into 
thie country ‘‘ Company's Opiam’’ as ag erroneous irapression might be 
made on the minds of Chinese Government detrimental te the interest of
